What Was Objected To. 

Pursuant to the call of Mr. Walker the Sec- 
retary read the portion proposed to be struck 
out, as follows: 

We reiterate the oft repeated doctrines of the 
Democratic party that the necessity of govera- 
ment i@the only justification for taxauon, and 
whenever a tax is unnecessary it is unjustifiabie; 
that when custom-house taxation is levied upon 
articles of any kind produced in this couatry the 
difference between the cost of labor here and 
labor abroad, when such a difference exists, fully 
measures any possible benefits to labor, and the 
enormous additional impositions of the existing 
turitf fali with crushing force upon otr farmers 
and working men, and for the mere advat- 
. the few whom it <enriches exact 
from labor a grossly unjust share of the 
expense of government, aad we demand such a 
revision of the tariff laws as will remove their 
iniquitous inequalities, lighten their oporession, 
and put them on a constjtutional and equitable 
basis. But in making reduction in taxes it is not 
proposed to injure any domestic industries, but 
rather to premote their healthy growth. From 
the foundation of this government taxes col- 
lected at the custom-house have been the chief 
source of Federal revenue. Sach they must con- 
tinny te be. Moreover, many industries have 
come to rely on legislation for successful contin- 
wance, so that any change of law must be at 
every step regardful of the labor and capital thus 
involved. The process of reform must be subjeet 
in the execution of this plan to the dictates of 
justice. 

Neal Makes a Speech, 


Mr. Neal then said: 

Gentlemen of the Convention: The history of 
our country demonstrates the fact that the Amer- 
ican peopic will consider and determine but one 
great public question at a time. Many question» 
in a government like ours, with its varied inter- 
ests, will necessarily attract some share of pub- 
lic attention at one and the same time; but it 
none the less true that some one question will 
overshadow all others in importance and com- 
mand for itself tue bighest place in the thoughts 
of the people. Such a question we now lave th 
the Federal system of protective taxation. 

Tariff reform has been the leading political 
issue iu this country since the Democratic party 
commenced to battle for a revision of protective 
turiff taxation more than four years ago. It must 
continue to be such until it shall be firmly estab- 
lished as any fandamental principle can be that 
the Federal Government has no constitutional 
power to impose and collect tariff duties except 
fur revenve alone. 2 

Even then the collection of such taxes should be 
limited to the necessitice of the government 
when honestly and cconomicaliy administered. 
A protective tariff is a robbery of the great ma- 
jority of the veople for the benefit of the few; wo 
believe it to be so, and we ought to have the cour- 
age of our convictuiuony. . 

We should not delay in the enunciation of it. 
The fact that its insidious purpose under the 

of law is called taxation renders it none tne

and aggravates rather than lessens the eacormity 
of the offense.

Judge 
Archer, who had appeared for the Niearrzgua 
Canal people, was requested to come before. 
the committee, but owmg to his being ill, E.. 
F. Cragin represented him. Ihe ¢ mmittee 
thought it unwise to incorporate in the plank 
the reference to Monroe doctrine sug- 
gested by - the canal people, and 
also thought it inexpedient to recom- 
mend that the undertaking sheuld be given’ 
governmental aia. The Mississippi Improve- 
ment Association’s representatives were also 
recalled, and the labor people were given 4 
hearing. James A. O’Connell and John W. 
Nellis represented the Trade and Labor As- 
sembiy and J. Wy. McKinney the Building 
Trades Council. hey wanted a plank insert- 
ed declaring against convict contract labor, 
and their efforts were successful. ‘he 
women’s sullrage peuple wére vot given an- 
other audience, although Louisa de Force 
Gordon of California was kept waiting im- 
pitiently in the corridor for sume time and 
finally tuld that the eommitiee had not time 
to listen to her. She wanted the enfranchise- 
ment of women as citizens under such educa- 
tional and other qualitications as might seem 
best. 

The committee then started out to take up 
the report of the subcommittee by sections and 
ran along smvothly until the toriff plank was 
reached. Here Lawreace P. Neal of Obio 
interposed an objection. He wanted the plank 
to state that the party was in favor of a tariff 
for revenue only. He made alively argument 
fur his position, but it was unavailing, and the 
cominittee adopted the plank substantially as 
recommended, 

The big fight of the day was over-the silver 
question, and it. took several hours for the 
committee to reach an agreement. ch 
every silver inan in the room made a speect 
and emphasized the im portance of the conven- 
tion declaring for free — They were op- 
posed chiefly by Senator Vilas and ex-Secre- 
tarv Bayard, but both of these men stated that 
they were in favor of bimetallism. They were 
supported by John E. Russeil,Senator McPher- 
son, and those geet. money centers. 
Mr. Patterson, Senator Daniel, and Maj, 
Jones, however, made the best figh: they could, 
but the odds were too strong, and when the 
roil was calied «a to whether the plank should 
be adopted or not the reault was 29 to 18, The 
discussion chiefly related to whether the plank 
should contain the words “free cuinage ” or 
sunply the word “‘coinage.”’ Mr. Patterson 
argued that it meant a great deal to the silver 
States, out his opponents were unyielding and 
he was finaly defeated, as the vote shows.

PROTEST AGAINST THE OUTRAGE, 


Citizens Denounes the Way in Which the 
Carette Horses Are Abu<ed, 

2 The half-starved, overworked, much- 
abused carette horses have been receiving a 
good share of the public’s sympathy lately, 
judging by the letters upon that subject which 
have been received by Tax Tripune. Less 
than a week ago mention was made in Tuk 
Trisuse of the fact that a team of carette 
horses gave out in front of the Virginia Ho- 
tel. The team owas a little more lean 
and hungry-looking than the average, and at- 
tracted quite a crowd of women, who were 
loud in theit denunciations of the persons 
controlling the company for work:ng such ill- 
conditioned animals. Several of the women 
who had been 1n the carette got out, und, with 
a number of others who had been.waiting to 
¢ome down-town ir it, declared that they 
would rather walk than patrovize. a concern 
which was so inhaman to horses. Several of 
them declared their intention of making com- 
piaint to the Humane Society. 

Since that time several instances have been 
réported to Tuk Trimwunz of the brutal treat- 
ment if carette horses by the drivers. One 
instance was reported in a letter dated June 
20, by a woman living on the North Side, who 
said that at 8 o’clock that evening one of the 
carette teams, being unable to haul the neavi- 
ly-loaded vebicie; was most brutally beaten 
by the driver, She said the poor, dumb crea- 
tures were nothing but skin and bone, and 
that it would havé been a difficult task for 
them to draw an empty caretie, to say nothing 
of one filled with passengers. But the driver 
was tnerciless, and continued to beat the poor 
animals until a numbé@r of the passengers 
interfered.

CANADA MUST PAY HEAVY TOLLS. 
Retali ition Measure Introduped by Senator 

Davis of Minnesota. — 
© Wasniwatoy, D. C., June 22.—Senator Davis 
today introduced a ene iu iaeen’s Ce in 
accord: nce with President Hurrison’s Cana. 
dian inessage of last Monday.: ; 

The resolution provid~s thgt after August 1 
next, whenever and so often gs the president 
shall be satisfied that the passage through any 
canal or lock connected with the navigation of 
the St. Lawrence river, the great lakes; or the 
waterways connecting tite’ same, of any 
vessels of thé United States or of 
cargoes of passengers; in transit to 
a&by United States port. is; prohibited or 
is nade difficult or burdensome by the impo- 
sition of tolls or otherwis®, ‘which, in view of 
the free passage through St} Mary’s Falls 
Canal now permitted to véssels of ail nations, 
he shall deem to be reciprocally uajust and 
unreasonable, he shall hate the power. and it 
shall be his duty, to suspend by proclamation 
for such ‘time and to such extent, including 
absolute prohibition, as he shall deem just, 
the right of free passage through the St. 
Mary’s ‘Falls Canal, so, far. as it relates 
to vessels owned by.; the‘ subjects of 
the government so discriminating against 
the citizens, ports, or, vessels of 
the United States or to any eargoes, portions 
of cargoes, or passengers in. transit to the 
ports of the government making such discrim- 
ination, whether carried in vessels of the 
United States or of other nations. In such 
eases, and during such suspension, tolls shall 
be levied, collected, and paidias follows—to- 
wit: Upon freight, not to exceed $2 a ton; 
upon passengers, not to exceed $5 each, as 
shall be from time to time determined by 
the President; provided that no tolls 
shall be charged or collected upon freight 
or passengers carried to and landed at Og- 
deusburg or any port west of Ogdensburg and 
south of a line drawn from the northern 
boundary of the State of New: York through 
the St. Lawrence River, the great lakes, and 
their connecting channels to the northern 
boundary of Minn: sota.

This is the second 
voyage he has made to this country In a year 
on business connected with the Columbian 
Exposition. Sir Henry said: ’ 

Since I have taken hold of this matter 
many times wished the distance een 
England and this country was no greater than be- 
tween England and Fraace. My imary 
object in coming here thid time 
is to make an  appe to the Chi 
cago men who have the Fair in charge for 
mere space. So great is theinterest in this Amer- 
ican position become in be- 
lieve the English exhibit w half of all the 
buildings if the space oogid be secured. 

At my headquarters in Loudon letters are pour- 
ing in from every corner of Great Britain with 
urgent requests for space for exhibits, but there is 
no possibility of satisfying even a small ent- 
age of these requests. The result be the 
exhibition made by Cgeat Britain must be of a 
select character. rom this time, until the 
Expusition opens it will require all of our powers 
of selection to assign space to those exhibiters 
who have something te show tha®will be inter- 
esting in the eyes of Amefi¢ans aud visitors from 
other countries, and at the same time illustrate 
Great britain’s natural,. mechanical, scientific, 
and artistic resources. L

Emphasized His Points. 

For the information of the convention Mr. 
Patterson read his substitute, emphasizing the 
points he wanted brought out. .Mr. Patter- 
sn checked some manifestations of impa- 
tience by telling the galleries and the delegates 
who were getting uneasy that though they might 
differ with him on silver there were millions 
of people who did not ditfer, and whose votes 
would be needed. Nevertheless the convention 
kept calling time. McKenzie of Kentucky 
made a suggestion to Patterson that the whole 
inatter be recommutted, but of course the 
delegates themselves would not listen to it. 
Patterson _kept on amid interruptions from 
the gaileries and protests from the delegates 
against the galleries taking part in the pro- 
ceedings. 

Some interest was sti up when Mr, Pat- 
terson hoped the Democrats would not take 
refuge under a “‘contemptible straddle,” 
which had been done by the Republicans at 
Minneapolis. 

When Mr. Patterson finished it did not take 
thirty seconds to clear up his amendment, and 
he had been simply making a speech for 
form. A‘few feeble yeas were heard in favor 
of adopting his substitute, but the nays were 
overwheiming. Then the motion was put on 
the platform as a whole, and it was adopted. 
There was a feeling of relief all over the con- 
vention. 


MAKING THE NOMINATIONS. 


Gov. Abbett Presents the Name of Stephen 
Grover Cleveland, 

“ The next in order of business,”’ said Chair- 
man Wilson, “is the call of the States for the 
nomination of candidates for the ‘office of 
President of the United States.”’ 

Tom Fenlon of Kansas had something to 
say, but nobody knew what it was. Fenlon 
insisted on his motion, which was ‘that the 
convention take an adjournment. It was not 
entertained, however, and they started in on 
the roll-cail for the purpose of receiving nomi- 
nations. When Arkansas was reached Con- 
gressinan Rogers said that Arkansas yielded 
her place to New Jersey. 

New Jersey was next called, and Gov, Leon 
Abbett of that State came forward to the 
Speakers’ stand and. laid his ‘manuscript 
thereon and led off with the first nominating 
speech of the convention. He spoke slowly 
and deliberately, and began by saying that 
the Democratic vote of New Jersey and 
loyalty of the party im that pes entitied it to 
a great deal of recognition i convention. 
He spoke of one who was oly olipan ita soil, and 
had twice received the Electural vote of that 
State. If the convention nominate this 
candidate New Jersey would give him, 
meaning Mr, Cleveland, its Electoral vote 
in 1892. Presently “he uttered Clevelanda’s 
name and every Cleveland man on the floor 
of the convention and in the galleries got 
upon his feet and roared. it was an old, typi- 
cal convention roar, interspersed with wiis- 
tles, cat-calls, and cheers. 

The Michigan banner was played to advan- 
tage once more and carried around the hali. 
The sevent¥two delegates from the “ anti- 
snapper ’’ Syracuse contention yelled as loud- 
ly as they could, but the seventy-two men 
who had the proper credentials ‘and who were 
to do the voting did not engage in the enthu- 
siasm.. The Michigan man took his 
banner and walked over to the 
New York delegation, but met with 
a stormy and instantaneous rebuke. Gen. 
Dan Sickles got up and shook his crutch 
under the standard-bearer’s nose and in an 
instant the other seventy-one'in the delegation 
were at Sickics’ back. The Cleveland banner, 
with its bearer, were pushed over tu the other 
side of the aisle in a jiffy, and the man who 
bore the standard was told to keep on his own 
side of the fence, and the band played “ Ta, 
ra ra boom de ay.” 

Would Get All the Votes. 

In about ten minutes the noise subsided so 
that Gov. Abbett could resume his speech, but 
for a few minutes not a word that he uttered 
could be hea:d. Sheerin, who sat down by 
the Secretary’s desk, told Gov. Abbett he 
might as well subside a few minutes, that no 
one could hear a word he was saying. Aftera 
while quiet cameand he fluttereu along at a 
very good speed. 

Then he said: ‘‘Not only will he receive 
the support of every Democrat in the land ’’— 
and a storm of cries in the affirmative and the 
negative were heard. Abbett repeated: “a 
said every Democrat.”” Againa noisy dem- 
onstration resuited instantaneously. 

Then Gov. Abbett said he would not only 
get every Democratic vote, but he would get 
thousands of independent votes. Shouts were 
heard: ‘*Nohe won’t. No he won't.” 

The majority of the delegates he said want- 
ed Grover Cleveland and the majority of the 
delegates represented the will of the people. 
He said the people wanted Cleveland because 
they saw embodied in him the principle of 
tariff reform. This caused the New York del- 
egates to indulge in laughter; they were evi- 
dently thinking of the action of the conven- 
tion an hour or two before when they sat down 
on the tariff plank. so carefully drawn by 
tnembers of Mr. Cleveland’s Cabinet. 

Democratie rule, he said, had gwen Russell 
Massachusetts; Pattison in Pennsylvania ; it 
won victories in New Hampshire and Con- 
necticut, out of which the party had been de- 
prived by fraud. It had given Boies in lowa; 
it had givep Peck as Governor and Vilas as 
Senator in Wisconsin; Winans in Michigan, 
and would give the Democrats eight Electoral 
votes there. New Jersey had a Democratic 
Governor and a majority of both Houses of 
the Legislature. :

One delegate getting weary of waiting 
moved an adjournment until 10 o’clock in the 
morning. As this would have been manifest- 
ly unfair after one nominating speech had 
been made the chorus of nos was very em-

De Witt had the floor, and the Chairman ex- 
plained that it could not be taken from him 
without his consent.

Started In Familiarly. 

After half an hour or so ‘the rain stopped, 
and Mr. De Witt was heard saying “ Fellow- 
delegates.”’ He put his hands in his trousers 
pockets in an easy fashion and started to talk 
tamiliarly about New York’s position. Her 
voice, he said, ought to be heard. By easy 
stages Mr, De Witt came to the political con- 
test which was pending, saying that the 
electoral yote of New York alone was the key- 
stone of the federal arch upon which they 
could erect the citadel of their hopes. The 
New York delegation watched very anxiously 
to see how his remarks were taken. The con- 
vention gave a very respectful attention. 

The nature of the Democracy of the City 
and-State of New York was explained by Mr. 
De Witt to the satisfaction of the Empire 
State delegation. The manifold wants of 
New York in the shape of a candidate for 
President were recited by Mr. De Witt at 
great length. They wanted true Democracy, 
he said, pure, sitnple, and unalloyed, and aa. 
sociated with a different element, rampant 
and aggressive, 

“We have never failed you, fellow citizens,”’ 
he said, ““when.you put up one of our sons 
who was true, singly and alone, to the Demo 
cratic cause.”

MUST WATCH NEW YORK,

It was a good speech .which Col. . Fellows 
made, thuugh much ef it has been heard in 
previous Democratic conventions.

They welcomed 
with gratitude and thankfulness accessions 
from every quarter, but they wanted genuine 
conquests. 

Col. Feliows’ characterization of the mug- 
wumps without mentioning their names was a 
masterpiece. ‘‘ When they come telling Dem- 
ocrats they must lead and the Democrats fol- 
low; when they come telling Democrats they 
must give them acertain name and they would 
ally themselves, Dut if they got another they 
would range themselves with the opposition, 
I tell them,” said Col. Fellows, energetically, 
‘* it is not by such rewards we seek their fel- 
lowship or association.”’ This brought out a 
good deal of applause. “1 want to know what 
the Democratic demand is first,” said the 
Colonel. 

He calmly urged on tne delegates that when 
a State like New York came with singular 
unanimity they had a right to appeal to a Dem- 
ocratic convention to deliberate long ana well 
before they flung their defiance in face of 
New York. 

‘*Where will you turn November next for 
news either of victory or defeat?’ said Col. 
Fellows energetically. “Where will the 
hearts, the car, the expectation of every Dein- 
ocrat in thie broad republic be directed after 
the voting has closed and the ballots wbich 
record the people’s will are being counted ?” 

He paid a complinient to the Democrats of 
Pennsylvania, saying—- they were honest, 
earnest, zealous, and steadfast; 
knew now as well as they would know on the 
night of the 8th of November next that Penn- 
sylvania by many thousands would be found 
to be a Republican State. New York, he 
said, would decide the battle and it was her 
verdict which would make victory or cefeat. 
Hill’s name was the synonym for victory.

An Iowa Correspondent Gives the Demo-

Around Iowa headquarters yesterday there 
was more confidence than usual.

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WILL EXAMINE STOMACH AND BRAIN 


That Is the Decision in the Scudder Mys- 
tery—The Doctor's Funeral. 

Dr. Doremus Scudder held a consultation 
with Attorneys W. J. Hynes and Merritt Starr 
and it was decided to have a chemical analysis 
of the stomach made and also a microscopic 
examination of the brain. The family of the 
doctor feels certain that he Was suffering 
from traumatic insanity and dpsires to have 
the public convinced that such was the case. 

Before the post-mortém examination was 
made,” said Dr. Doremus Scudder, “I asked 
Dr. Lyman what he would expect to find in 
the brain of a man suffering from the-kind of 
insanity with which my brother was alfected. 
in reply he described the exact conditions 
which were found. While we know of his 
suicidal tendencies we are certain that.he did 
not die by suicide, simply because he’ hed no 
opportunity.’’ 

Whether or not the question of the man’s 
insanity w:ll be definitely settled the chemical 
analysis will determine the means of his 
death. 

The funeral will be held at 4:30 o’clock this 
afternoon at the home of Dr. Doremus Scud- 
der, No. 714 Twenty-third street. The Rev. 
Dr. Gunsaulus, pastor of the Plymouth Con- 
gregational Church, of which Scudder was a 
inember, will officiate.

Strack ‘by a Lake Shore Dummy at Twenty- 
seventh Street—Other Accidents, 

Two unknownanen were crossing the Lake 
Shore and Michigan Southern railroad at 
Twenty-seventh street at 2 p. m. yesterday, 
when they were stru¢ék by a north-botind durb- 
my engine and instantly Killed. There was noth- 


ing on the person of either man to establish -

In his pocket was a ticket to the 
first annual picnic of the Pullman employés 
to be given at Cedar Lake Aug. 30 and a ten- 
nile commutation ticket over the Illinois 
Central. No. 2 was 5 feet 8 inches tali, stoutiy 
built, dark hair, sight complexion, and sandy 
mustache. Had on a dark sack coat and 
dark twilled trousers. The bidies of beth 
nen were removed to the county morgue. 

Little Herman Kronkow, the 2-year-old son 
of Charles Knonkaw, a car-coupler on the 
Clybourn avenue line of the .Nourth Chicago 
Street railway company, and living at No. 
233 East North avenue, was frmghtfully man- 
gled Monday afternoon by a large English bull- 
terrier. The child was accustomed to play 
with the dog. A whysician found .that there 
were seven ugly wounds on the child’s head, 
one of which was nearly two inches in length 
and required five stitches to close it. The 
child, it is thought, cannot recover. 

A team of horses attached to one of the In- 
dependent Ice company’s wagons ran away 
on Kinzie street, near Union, yesterday morn- 
ing and collided witha buggy driven by Joseph 
Lamar of No. 51 North May street.

OFFICER CLARENCE BIXLER DIES. 


He Is the Man Who'\Was Shot Tuesday by 
Frank Doyle—Coroner’s Inquest. 

Officer Clarence Bixler of the Rogers Park 
police force died at 4 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing from the wound he received Tuesday at 
the hands of Frank Doyle. Having shot the 
officer Doyle placed the revolver to his own 
head and killed himself instantly. 

At the inquest held sesterday morning at 
Rogers Park Harvey Pxrsons testitied that 
Doyle called at his house about 8 o’clock 
and said he was going to the village 
to kill his’ brother. Half an _ hour 
later he ran 0back saying he had 
killed some one; and then he shot himself. 
W. J. Deyle, the dead man’s brother, said 
that Frank had-threatened to shoot him be- 
cause of a dispute about a bicycle. 

John Webber, an officer who saw the shoot- 
ing, said Officer Bixler became involved with 
Doyle about the surrender of a revolver and 
that the shot was fired on that account. + — 

The jury rendered a verdict of suicide in 
the Doyle case and of death by shooting in 
the Bixler case.

HIS WORK IS AT AN END. 


Col George R. Clarke, the Friend of the 
Unfortunate, Dies. 

Col. George R. Clarke, the founder and di- 
rectur of the Pacific Garden Mission, died 
Tuesday night at his home in Morgan Park. 
Mr. Clarke was born in New York State and 
in 1854 came to Chicagd, where his brother, 
Henry W. Clarke, afterwards City Attorney, 
was practicing law. Atthe outbreak of the 
Rebeliion he enlisted in the One Hundred and 
Thirteenth Dlinois as a private. and rose step 
by step, through bis bravery and intelligence, 
to the Lieutenant-Colunelcy of the regiment. 
At the close of the war he again 
settled down in Chicago and in 
1871 married Miss Sarah Dunn. Besides his 
widow he leaves one daughter, the wife of 
John C. Biack, President of the Continental 
National Bank. Five brothers and one sister 
also survive him. They are. Frederick J. and 
B. F, Clarke of this city, John M. ana Charles 
C. Clarke of Wisconsin, and Mrs. Lafayette 
Couke of St. Pauly ioe 

In early life Col. Clarke was extensively en- 
gaged ia real-estate and mining interests ana 
made and iost much money. 
many years the head of the firm of George R. 
Clarke & Co., which included. George C. 
Walker, George Kern, and Joseph A. Davol, 
and with Mr. Walker he was interested in the 
Biue Island Land and Building Association. 

But for the last twenty years Col, Clarke 
had practically given his entire attention to 
self-sacrificing work among the néglected and 
critninal classes, for whose welfare and reform 
his wishes amounted to almost a passion. His 
success and untiring efforts have given him 
and his Pacific Garden Mission a national 
reputation, and his namie is known through- 
out Europe and even remvter countries. 

He began his missionary work by approach- 
ing those he deewed forsaken and unfortun- 
ate on the street, calling them aside and labor- 
ing with and advising them. He soon rented 
a small room on Clark street, near Van Burea, 
at $1.50 a week. This was the inception of the 
row famous Pacific Garden Mission and its 
use daily enlarged his view 
and hopes. He spoke to his 
wife about it and both decided to undertake 
the establishment of a mission. Col. Clarke 
was an intense believer in the efficacy of 
prayer. The ready means he had he in time 
exhausted in his work, and, finding himself in 
arrears a week for the rent of his little room, 
he prayed for the meansto pay it. The next 
day he came across a bed of mushroons, and 
sold them to a restaurant for $1.50, and, 
thanking God for tne money, paid the land- 
lord. 

At Clark and Van Buren streets was the 
“Pacific Garden Saloon.’’ The proprietor 
got into some trouble and had to surrender 
the lease. Col. Clarke secured it, and while 
transforming the character of the place re- 
tained its name, except the word “‘saloon,”’ 
substituting therefor the word ‘‘ mission.” 
After a time the work outgrew the limits of 
the saloon. and ten years ago Cul. Clarke 
moved to the more commodious building at 
Van Buren and Fourth avenue, where the 
‘** Pacific Garden Mission ’’ has ever since been 
located. 

As if to indicate that God was in the “ mis- 
sion’’ with him some of Col. Clarke’s invest- 
ments in mining in earlier days, which he 
had long since forgotton all about, to his 
great surprise became valuable, and he con- 
sidered himself once more rich This in- 
creased his ardor ip his work, and he drew 
unstintedly on his store until nearly all that, 
too, was gone. The expenses of the mis- 
sion averaged $5,000 or $6,000 a year, 
and it is estimated that a convert 
was made for every $150 expended. 
One of the most noted coriversions was that 
of Harry Monroe about eight years ago. He 
probably will become Col. Clarke’s successor 
in the direction of the mission. 

Maj. D. W. Whittle, the evangelist, will con- 
duct thé funeral services at the home in Mor- 
gan Park, and concurrent memorial services 
will be held in the lecture-room of the First 
Methodist Church from 12 to 1 o’clock today. 
A special train will leave the Rock Island 
depot for Morgan Park at 12:15 today.

MILE TUNNEL BROKEN. 


So Re. | 
Workmen Who Havé:.Béen Digging Be- 
neath the Water foe Months Shake Hands 
Through the Rent—The Opening Made 
by the Pick of ag Morley—A Trip 
Through the Strange Opening Behind a 
Donkey—Faets Abott the Prosecution of 
the Work—Capacity of the Tunnel 

Two and three-fourths miles from the shore 
and 150 feet below the surface of Lake Michi- 
gan the connection in the four-mile tunnel 
was made by the flickermg lignt of a few 
torches at precisely! 11:443¢ o’ciock 
forenoon. Thus was brought toa successful 
completion the work of over four years, which 
was hegun by Engineer A. 8, Artingstall un- 
der the administration of John A. Roche. 

The workingmen from the shaft at the four- 
mile crib and from the Peck court shaft en- 
tered the unfinished tunnel yesterday morning 
expecting to meet before 4 o’clock p.m. As 
they came within afew feet of one another 
there was a lively tussle for the honor of 
making the. first opening in the thin wall 
of blue clay (which separated the 
two parts of thé tunnel. While the 
stronger ones wére elbowing for the best 
piace, little Twomas Morley, who lives at No. 

West Harrison street, pierced the parti- 
tion with his pick trom the crib side. Neal 
Deery. No, 243 .Forth-third street, wrggled 
through this aperture from the shore end, 
thereby gaining the distinction of being the 
first man to go through the new tunrel. 

A pa consisting of Assistant City En- 
gineer Francis F. Hopp, James K. Hogan, 
Chief Inspector of Mining and Material for 
the city, and several n@wspaper-men, made 
the first continuous. journey through 
the completed tunnel . yesterday after- 
noon. aving first encased themselves 
in rubber boots and clothing that would al- 
most have withstood an immersion. in the 
Chicago River, they started from the Peck 
court shaft for the crib at 1:30 o’clock. A 
small donkey accompanied the men down 
the eighty-five-foot shaft 
elevator, and havi been 
to a “buggy,”’ in which the explorers took 
seats, it led the way westward at a rapid gal- 
lo Further and further into the six-foot 
hole went the party, and finally came to the 
compressed air lock. At a signal the lock- 
keeper opened door, invited the 
party within and! entertained the mem- 
bers for a =‘ short time. Then 


he opened the other’ door: and allowed them. 


to pass on, with their ears tingling from too 
much compressed air. 

A mile from this point the place of meet: 
of the two heads of the tunnel was reach 
The junction was so near perfect that ar un- 
pructicedeye could not have discerned that 
the alignment was only gbout eight inches 
out of the way. The level, However, was fault- 
less. There still remains a distance of seventy- 
five feet at the junction ta be walled up with 
brick, and this will give the masons an oppor- 
tunity to make the connection peffect even if 
the alignment of the center line is a trifle off. 
Such perfect peng Sp Eom skillis praiseworthy, 
Two weeks ago Engineer Hopp stopped work 
on the shore head with the intention of check- 
ing the alignment for the purpose of de- 
termining whetner or not. the two ends would’ 
meet exactly, But before he had stopped 
work on the § erib- end =he heard 
from the shore end the noises made by the 
party at work, although 185 feet of carth was 
between. From the sounds he thought that 
by following the original alignment all would 
be well, So the gang of men at the shore end 
was set to work ang the idea of checking the 
alignment was given up., ; 

The wisdom of this isshown by the outcome. 
The tunnel is now connected, whereas if the 
proposed scheme of ¢heck the alignment 
had been carried out the work would still be 
incomplete. : 

Starting of the Project. 


John A. Roche was the man who got the 
four-mile tunnel project under way. He was 
ably seconded in his efforts by A. S. Arting- 
stall, who was at that time City Engineer. 
The contract for constructing the tunnel was 
let to Andrew Onderdonk for $1,150,000, which 
sum includes crib and shaft work. con- 
tract calls for the deliverimg of the tunnel in 
chops te epee 0 ten 2 Re 

The junction was effected 15,302 feet from 
shore. During the onstruction of the tunnel 
forty men were employed daily until this 
time, making an average progress of fifteen 
feet daily. The first stroke of work on the 

court shaft was done 
11, 1888, four years one week and 
four days ago. A few weeks previous to this 
the movement to! imcrease the city’s water 
supply and at the saitie tine to free it from 
danger of sewage: pollution had culminated 
in letting the contract. _ : 

From the shore shaft for a short distance 
one tunnel eight fret in diameter was bored. 
From this point the waterway diverges to two 
six-foot branches.’ For the first 400 feet their 
course is irregular on account of the ex- 
periments made, necessary by the quality of 
the soil, But from the 400-foot point 
the tunnels follow a parallel course, the dis- 
tance between them varying from eighteen to 
thirty-eight or forty feet. At the Government 
break water, which the tunnels reached in July, 
1889. they were eighteen feet apart. On these 
lines they continued toa point 12,500 feet from 
shore. where they pgdin combined to form one 
eight-foot bore. | : 

Shortly after this junction the engineers 
met one of the haniest problems they were 
ever called to solve. ‘The two and a half mile 
crib had been located’ on the line about 13,500 
feet from saore, Before that was reached a 
pocket of dangerous quicksand was struck. A 
detour was necesdafy: From tne 12,500-foot 
point the eight-foot ttinnel was carried in 4 
elliptical curve 346 feet to the north and back 
again to the original line, 14,900 feet from 
shore, the detour covering 2,400 feet. In view 
of this deviat:on the junction. effected yester- 
day with so wuth a 1s considered a 
triumph of enginécritig skili. This pocket of 
quicksand was encoufitered Feb. 12, 1892. 

Work from the lake head was begun at the 
crib Jan. 13, 1891. \\Exeavation progressed 
daily until the mén pierced the last few feet 
of clay yesterday and3tepped into the shore 
head.

Drove Off a Tiger with a Stick. 

A correspondent in Batavia tells how a survey- 
or on the east coast of Sumatra got the better of 
a tiger. He happened to be busy taking bearings 
through a telescope on a water parting in the 
mountains there, when suddenly the beast of prey 
stood right in front of the instrument. A coolie, 
holding another ipgstrument, rolled, from pure 
terror, head over heels into a neighboring ravine, 
and the other helpers fled, so that the surveyor 
was forced to face his foe alone. Unarmed as 
he was, and at a loss what to do, he seized his 
walking stick and mechanically struck at the 
tiger, when, to his relief, the animal suddenly 
turned tail and disappeared in the jungle. On 
the west coast of Sumatra, on the road from Ko- 
rinchi to the coast, tigers are said to have killed 
last year sixteen travelers. For a while they 
even stopped the,.conveyance of coffee from the 
interior. The natives,it is added, dare not at- 
tack the tigers from superstitious motives. Once, 
when one of them was carried away out of an 
armed party, his companions “ asked the tiger 
for mercy’”’ and made no aitempttorescue. The 
Dutch Government, finding this superstitious 
dread so strong, has been compelled to content 
itself with building lofty and tiger-proof night 
shelters for travelers on the roaa.—London News.

Shrewd Mr, Whitney. 


‘“‘ Bill”? Whitney comes in witha straw hat, a 
choker collar, bluescarf,and a bluish frock coat ; 
he wears an eyeglass, is tall, stoops a little, and 
if he was a w@man would be a handsome one. 
His nose is very straight, one of those inclined 
planes of noses. He touches some one rather 
obscure and laughs right heartily. One of 
his arts is to notice the neglected, which costs 
no money and brings the loudest praise. The 
greatest vote-getter, who has all the world in 
his constituency now, noticed the Magdalen. 
Whitney is a great politician; he takes a man 
into consideration when everybody else has 
dropped him out. . Whitney can run for Gov- 
ernor of New York if he wants to, but some 
think that his triumph at this convention will 
be to his injnry,and that if Cleveland is beaten 
Whitney will be-defunct. There is Harrity, 
the Pennsylvania boss; he is a big fellow with 
kinky hair, high cheek bones, a rather genteel 
sort of Irishman, whose attributes have been 
toned down by the profession of law. He 
hoped to make a President, here of Pattison, 
but it is too late. Flowercomes down the 
platform grinning all over, as if, like the usher 
in David Copperfield, the last joke was the 
best he ever heard in all his life. 

In this wicked world too tnuch good nature 
often destroys a man. Whitney gets back 
among the reporters convenient to the plat- 
form, which looks as if he were going to give 
the suggestions or the wink to his speaker, who 
is expected to be Wilson. 

Politics’ Strange Bedfellows. 

Think of Wilson, having been borm in the 
town where John Brown was hanged, and 
think also that Forbes of Boston and others 
who gave John Brown the money to make 
that insurrection are now united with Wilson 
upon the same Presidential candidate. The 
Abolitionists have annexed the Southern uni- 
versities, of one of which Mr. Wilson was the 
President. If the band were now to strike 
up “John Brown’s Body” you could not 
ruffie the forehead of any first family of 
Virginia hero.

A good- 
looking Methodist preacher comes up and 
invokes the divine blessing. By this time 
nearly all the seats are filled and it looks like 
“The Palace of Skulls.”” .Now enters a 
Boies flag on the heels of the prayer followed 
by the whole Iowa delegation, who are doing 
their-prettiest. Asif by cencert the galleries 
shout applause. The Boies banner goes to 
the rear of the hall, turns back and presents 
as many sides of its face as it can to the aud- 
ience. The word *‘ Horace Boies ”’ strikes the 
audience as if he.kept a Latin school. But 
the man who wrote the Herd Book is going to 
get away with him. Mr. Owens is so far back 
on the stage that he looks asif drivinga han- 
som cab. A delegate rises to move that 
Lyman Trumbull and Mr. Little take the 
platform, to which there has never been any 
opposition. Trumbull’s mame gets applause. 
Little seems to be a‘“* has been.” 

Sparring for Time. 

The Credentials committee is holding back, 
and is understood to be anti-Cleveland, which 
looks a little as if they were sparring for time. 
An Alaska man with a loud voice shoves in a 
paper. The handsome Nat Ransom, for whom 
a thousand horses are named in North Caro- 
lina, all celebrated for their style, rises all by 
himself to confer. Lamb of Terre Haute, 
Ind.. is Chairman of Credentials, a Voorhees 
supporter. Voorhees hates Cleveland, but is ex- 
pected for the mess of pottage of Gray to speak 
for Cleveland’s nomination. The anti-Cleve- 
landers wonder what kind of man Voorhees is. 
Tremendous noise seems to contain the word 
* Hill”? many titmes repeated and everybody 
rises. ‘*Can it be that the veritable Dave has 
crossed the contiment’ to take charge of his 
own desperate fortunes?’ No, it is Mills of 
Corsikana, Tex., and he is invited to the 
platform, and the excited free-traders yell 
and then we forget all about it. There is the 
portrait of Hendricks looking down from the 
wall, and there 1s old Lewis Cass coming back 
to life under the miracle of Don Dickinson. 
Other portraits have been executed as conun- 


drums; one looks hike Parson Brownlow and 


another like Bishop Simpson. Bourke Cock- 
ran, resembling Daniel O’Connell, comes in 
with the Tammany “braves.”” ‘Senator 
Palmer is called for, and there is great ap- 
plause as the former Republican Governor 
comes to the front. 

Palmer Talks on Generalities. 

The old man looks like Gerrit Smith as he 
appeared at the Philadelphia convention for 
Grant in 1872. He has a big tuft of gray 
beard on his chin, a sunburnt face, flanks of 
gray hair on a sloping skull, and he talks like 
an old farmer, without oratory and a little in 
the exhorter style. Just twenty years ago 
Palmer was a candidate for President at Cin- 
cinnati against Trumbull, David Davis, and 
perhaps Morrison; that campaign took him 
over tothe Democracy with Trumbill, who 
now sits near him, looking like a col- 
lege President or doctor of divinity, with 
gold spectacles, and more ease of countenance 
than politics could have given; he has put all 


‘things behind him while Palmer 1s still in the 


swim. Palmer speaks long about nothing in 
particular except harmony, until he makes an 
unlucky inquiry which is responded to by 
stentorian shouts of “ Hill ” from the galler- 
ies. The old man’s voice now gets squeaky. 
How strange it seems to think that he has 
once been a soldier with square shoulders, for 
he now looks as if he could shoulder nothing 
less than a haystack. He is punctuated by 
yells of ** Carlisle,”” for the audience has re- 
solved itself into a museum, and wants every 
man to be a curiosity and take his turn. He 
folds his arms on his breast and thinks of 
nothing else, and seems to be retreating, but 
he catches breath and goes on again. He is 
the patriarch of Illinois now without doubt. 

An Ohio man shoves up the name of John 
R. Fellows, standing on a chair. This 
gives the Hill men their opportuni- 
ty; the Cleveland men vote timidly 
against the proposition. So, the redoubtable 
man who did all the talking of Cleveland for 
Manning eight years ago/ and who but yester- 
day signed the protest against his nomination, 
now comes on the stage. He refuses to make 

speech; cries are raised of “ Fellows!’ 
Finally he stands on a chair and waves his 
hands, as if to say, “I have no throat.” A 
finished speaker, he also has the gift of good 
sense, more especially when he stands in the 
presence of an audience, and with good rea- 
sons he declines to say anything, tut left the 
impression behind him of one of the best 
models of a convention speaker this lan@ has 
ever’ known. 

“Dixie” Stirs "Em Up. 

Now the Committee on Credentials has re- 
ported, John Lamb had abig red badge, 
spoke plainly, and in 1884 was a cioee friend 
of Blaine, though a Democrat. It began to 
rain and the curtains around the crown of the 
house were pulled down, tucking the"udience 
into their httle bed of darkness. Credentials 
were gotten ont of the wayin notime. As 
the Committee on Permanent Organization 
reported a deep shade fell upon the house, 
making the thousands of bald heads look like 
apples in a dusky barn or onions which are 
only green in the root. The rain fell as they 
were reading the permanent officers’ names, 
at high noon. The. band played * The Red, 
White, and Blue,’* “‘ Yankee Doodle” was 
cheered, and *‘ Marching Through Georgia ”’ 
miidly so. ‘**God Save the King” got a salvo, 
though it might have been “‘Amerm&a.” But 
when “ Dixie”? was played, arose the genuine 
old war yell and people sprung to their feet 
wating their hats, showing the superior 
effusiveness of the tropical element. Don 
Dickinson, with side-whiskers, cried for the in- 
stallation of the officers. ‘* Dixie’ is again 
played as Wilson is brought forward. In the 
large committee to escort Wilson Fellows 
looked like a dwarfed Benjamin Franklin. 

The committee couldn’t find Wilson, who is 
a little man. West Virginia, the solitary 
fracture left by the civil war, presents in Wil- 
son her first ‘statesman of the new era, vite 
Henry A. Wise and James M. Mason. He 
walked like a singed cat meekly between 
Dickinson and Fellows to the tune of ‘* Boom- 
de-Aye.’’ He was seen on high to have a 
good round head, a fine brow, aclean, pupil’s 
face, rather hollow, a gray™mustache, and 
gray hair. ! 

‘The American people are generally the 
under dog,” he said, raised his voice well, and 
shot out his hands, Rather frail and intellect- 
ual, with some of the old Madisonian dogma- 
tisms, he shook a warning forefinger and com- 
posed like a book. Hesaid “‘ gentiemen ’’ too 
often, leaned on Cleveland’s breast, and the 
professional orators watched him closely to 
see ifthey could pick up any new kinks. 
Sometimes he dropped his tone a little to- 
ward the votes. I suspect that he saw John 
Brown tried and hanged. 


Gave a Gavel of Tin. 

The tin-gavel man now gave his small gift 
of native ore. It looked asif we might come 
to a nomination, unless the nominating 
speeches were to be many and long, for it was 
but 1 o’clock and many of the reporters have 
been three weeks on convention work and hate 
orators as cats hate birds. Jones jis regarded 
as- a Yankee spontaneously generated in 
Georgia, amphibious in Florida, and pneu- 
matic in St. Louis, where Benton once had 
everything but a newspaper. Confusion com- 
ing on shouts of Carlisle sounded with an 
echo like, ** You’re a liar.’’ The band fell into 
operatic strains and the growlings of lunch 
fiends seemed to be mocked thereby, while 
Jones was in hiding with his resolutions. A 
thick mist came up outside and the audience 
took the hue of a basket of hickory nuts. 

The neat figure of Gov. Campbell of Ohio 
came on the stage, and he spoke a little re- 
sembling Pattison of Pennsylvania. He had 
skirts of black hair under his ears, was pale 
and dark-eyed and spoke but a minute. Where 
was Jones? Cat-calls were drowned by the 
band playing a waltz, and Jones was’ every- 
where. Taylor was next yelled for, but Hen- 
sel of Pennsylvania was named and refused 
to speak. The galleries raised ballyhoo be- 
cause Jones was not present. The committee 
wav sent for him, ‘‘Tawlaw’”’ continued to be 
yelled for, called by a: delegate ** Govanaw 
Bob Tawlaw."’ Watterson was sought to be 
substituted, but “‘Tawlaw” cries refused to 
recognize the Editaw as the Tailaw. 

Big burly Burke Cockran protested that 
there were people talking in his ear. Quer- 
ulous people said he wanted to speak. He 
did speak, was witty and vivatious, and said 
he wanted something to eat. ‘Not till we 
nominate Cleveland,’”’ cried an outlaw from 
the galleries, and the galleries voted no, but 
were unceremoniously adjourned by Wilson to 
5 o’clock. 

Takes Time to Work Changes, 

Meeting Horace White, the principal owner 
of the Hvening Post of New York, he said 
that he thought the Republican ticket would 
get terribly thrashed. This reminded: me of 
the length of years required to alter the com- 
plexion of a Nation. The Civil War was 
hard)y over when a portion of the Democrats 
who took part in it began to expect a restora- 
tion of the Democracy, reasoning upon the 
idea that as one-third to one-halt of the Re- 
publican party had come out of the Demo- 
cratic ranks, these would at once return with 
the extinction of slavery. Hence Henry J. 
Raymond, Thuriow Weed, Seward, and others 
projected the arm-in-arm convention in 1866. 
The war party, uniting the soldiery to the 
former Republicars, attacked this policy in 
the impeachment trial, made more rigorous 
terms of reconstrucnon, and impeached the 
President. This forced off quite a different 
set of ex-Democrats. of whom Gov. Grimes 
and Lyman Truntbull were exponents. Rev- 
enue reform oar free trade was at once pro- 
mulgateu by these, but the military popularity 
of Grant saved his party, and in 1872 there 
was a more formidable revolt, in which 
united gall who had been  disap-

Tilden the Democratic revival took the form | 
of municipal and legislative reform, omitting 
the tariff as an issue, which was always gin- 
gerly handled. After that time Cleveland be- 
came a convert to the Mugwump Democrats, 
and tried the issue at the ballot. The opera- 
tions of Pelton, Weed, Marbie, etc., to save 
Tilden the needed electoral vote, drawing at- 
tention to the fact that Pelton had sent money 
to Oregon from Jordan’s bank to buy a vote 
which manifestly was not Tilden’s, stopped 
the talk about personal honesty. By 1880 the 
Democrats had no issue at all but the availa- 
bility of some Northern military man, and 
Hancock was taken up use he Had antag- 
onized Grant on the use of the army in the 
South, and Gen. Palmer began to wander from 
the Republican party on @ similar issue, on 
the use of the army as a Chicago fire brigade. 
But State rights have never revived since the 
war on account of the superior funds in the 
Fsderal treasury, which the Congressional 
districts wanted. 
Division Among Eepublicans. 

The desth of Garfield caused a division in 
the Republican party without any Democratic 
assistance and brought Cleveland to promi- 
nence as the beneficiary of anti-administra- 
tion votes. Everything would have relapsed 
again but for Blaine’s dissatisfaction with 
Arthur, whom he beat for the renomination. 
This added to the revolting Republican ele- 
ments a number of presses Which from one 
motive and another wanted to obtain a circu- 
lation on the minority side, The New York 
Times, finding the Tribune to be its most pros- 
perous rival within the party, went half over 
to the Democracy; the Harpers wanted circu- 
lation in the South, like several dther editors 
who had weekly papers not doing much in the 
North. Meantime Mr’ White, the pupil of 
Gov. Grimes, had removed from Chicago to 
New York City. and he obtained the Hvening 
Post after the Villard interest lost its money. 
Mr. Curtis’ hobby of civil-service reform was 
now ingrafted upon revenue reform or low 
tariff, and there were three papers in New 
York City which industriously worked upon 
the lines ef disintegration. Several other 
newspapers in the country changed owner- 
ship, and, falling from the printers’ hands into 
the hands of collegiates, made for the first 
time in the history of modern Democracy an 
effective newspaper press. 

Mr. Cleveland, therefore, was lucky in his 
day, in that he entered the breach after several 
of his antecedent candidates had experi- 
mented and fallen. But the emeute in New 
York, whichis always on hand, greatly assisted 
these amateurs, and in the end the press por- 
tion of the new Democracy pushed to the wail 
its political and patronage elements. Find- 
ing themselves environed With mugwumps, 
the Democrats, especially in New York City, 
undertook to separate, and this has led to the 
various faction fights in the New York delega- 
tions fur years past. 

Then He Was Beaten. 


Cleveland’s removal to New York City has 
placed him in the attitude Tilden stood 
toward the loca) Democracy there seventeen 
years ago. At that time Tilden presaged a 
national Democratic renaissance, but neither 
in Congress nor in the large cities were the 
original Vemocrats ready for new ideas any 
more than they had been with Greeley as a 
candidate. Having, not without difficulty, 
beaten Blaine, andsome think by the manipu- 
lation of Gorman and others in New York 
City, Mr, Cleveland ran against a new quanc- 
tity in Harrison and was retired. His 
environment, however, B cot epi better than 
that of the Democrats in) Washington. Many 
of his new supporters’ had been the old 
agitators of the ublican barty in the times 
of Fremont, John Brown, and Lincoln. After 
the war the issues one after another passed 
away, and Cleveland bimeelf only took up 
free trade because he thought something live 
was required for his reéléction. His original | 


> 


The Republicans, under Blaime’s leadership, 
closed with Cleveland, and, largely by the aid 
of the argricultural element in New. York and 
the West, smote Cléveland in his day of hope. 

What has resuscitated Cleveland? : 

Undoybtedly one thing has been the failure 
of all the other le@ders of his party on the na- 
tional stage. Sevéral times since the war have 
the Democrats hada majority in Congress and 
once had a majority in the Senate. They. de- 
veloped ho man of first-class suggestive and 
organizing talent. Their ablest man in Con- 
gress was Carlisle, whose talent was a faculty ; 
Randall’s only principle was severe honesty ; 
Holman’s was niggafdliness. After Carlisle 
reached the Senate, Mills undertook to fill his 
place, but the South, which had become sour 
on Cleveland in Congress, regarded Mills as 
Cleveland’s home pupil. The Congressional 
Democratic element not wishing to revamp 
Cieveland let the tariff issue sullside, Crisp 
beat Milis for Speaker. 

Pulling the Strings. 

But Cleveland was making speeches outside 
of Congress in his retirement which attracted 
more admiration than any speeches made in 
Congress. The free-trade speeches of Carlisle 
and others there looked like imitations. The 
young Democracy liked the very things his 
afiversaries in the party opposed. They hked 
his preference fora small and good society, 
to talking politics in and out of office as Polk, 
Douglas, and others did. They liked the way 
he sustained his positions. Then, a great ele- 
ment in the Democracy has ever been opposed 
to the foreign domination in the large cities, 
of which Tammany Hall remains the greatest 
anachronism. In the effort to sustain Tam- 
many Hall as its oldest ally in the North, the 
Southern Senators and Congressmen have 
been beaten by the masses of their party. The 
tendency in the Democracy isto raise that 
party to an equality with the Republican 
party in its best days or before the material 
wealth of the Republicans had embarrassed 
their crusading spirit. : 

Selecting his Cabinet from the educated 
classes in the main and frum the better pro- 
fessional and social classes, choosing gener- 
ally new and young men like Whitmey, Vilas, 
Dickinson, Endicott, Lamar, Fulle® etc., the 
growth of the Democratic party lay in those 
fields, and the older Democrats of the pro- 
slavery sort and of the city-ring sort were 
treated with an increasing indifference and 
final contumely. 


His Following in the South. 

In order to be like the North, yet not Re- 
publican, the young men of’ the South fol- 
lowed Cleveland. In the South itself the old 
aristocratic elements had died off or were 
pushed aside by the ambition of new politi- 
cians, and in some cases by almost savage re- 
volts such as we saw in South Carolina. Long 
ago there was hostility in that ‘State between 
the up-country element and the planter or 
seacoast element; chemistry applied to the 
native phosphates of the State has pushed the 
cultivation of cotton up to the Biue Ridge 
and made independent a host of poor whites 
up there, of che stamp of Joe Brown and Gen. 
Gordon in the war generation. The smail 
landholder, made a proprietor, began to dab- 
ble in the questions of a free currency and 
Farmers’ Alliances and unceremoniously 
pitched out of place Wade Hampton and all 
his black-horse cavalry. 

Thus the revolution within the Democracy, 
quite as much as increasing hostility to the 
timeworn Republicans, has conserved Clevs- 
land as the leader of whiat once was the con- 
servative party in the present day. Imper- 
ceptibly a change has come over conservatism 
and it is unconsciously radical. 

This year for the first time the Solid South 
takes a back seat in the reformed Democratic 
party, as far as its old politicians go. The 
two Southern candidates for Speaker of Con- 
gress illustrate the incapacity of either ele- 
ment thereto to deal with the genoration of 
public schools and State universities. While 
Mr. Mills is earnest and redhot, he could not 
control himeelf sufficiently either to be a

Blaine was recovering in Indi- 
ana, but since 1884 he has been a weak candi- 
date there, while Harrison has expanded even 
in the estimation of those who formerly be-

desired by Mr, Clevel and his backers in 
1888. Some mysteriotis influence, it is said 
that of Mr. Cleveland himself, selected ‘Thur- 
man as the Vice-Presiflential runner. Thus 
Indiana went Republican under a favorite 
son, while Ohio was, not saved. It would 
therefore seem that aimore practical set of 
men are operating Mr. Cleveland’s fortunes 
this year in the con¥ention; and this leads 
me to say that in, spite of the decay 
of Tammany Hall,-the influence of the city of 
New York never was. more perceptible than in 
this convention.

Chairman Wilson Tells the Convention 
What the Party's Mission Is. 

Gentlemen of the Convention: I thank you most 
heartily for this honor. I shall try to meet the 
duties uf the high position to which you call me 
with the spirit of fairness and equality that is 
Democracy. This convention has a high and 
patriotic work to perform. Weowe much to our 
party; we owe much te our country. The mission 
of the Democratic party is to fight for the under 
dog. When that party is out of power we may be 
sure there is an under dog to fight for, and that 
the under dogis generally the American people. 
When that party is out of power we may be sure 
that some party is in control of our government 
that represents a section and not the whole coun- 
try—that stands foraclass and not the whole 


people, 

Never was this truth bruught home to us more 
defiantly than, by the recent convention at Minne- 
apolis. We are not deceived astothe temper, 
we are not, in’ doubt as to the purpose of our op- 

ponents. Havine taxed us for years without ex- 
cuse and without mercy, they now purpose to 
disarm us of further power to resist their exac- 
tions. Republican success in this campaign, 
whether we look to the party platform, the party

Taxation the Momentous Question, 


For every self-governing people there can be no 
more momentous question than the question of 
taxation. It is the question, as Mr. Burke truly 
said, around which all the great battles of free- 
dom have been fought. It is the question out of 
which grow all the issues of government. Until 
we settle this question wisely, permanently, 
justly, we build all other reforms on a foundation 
of sand. ; 

We, and the great party we represent, are to- 
day for tariff reform because it is the only gate- 
way to genuine democratic government. The 
distinguished leader who presided over the Re- 
publican convention boasted that he does not 
know what tariff reform is. Who ever said that 
he did? Let us hope, with that charity that en- 
dureth ali thitigs and believeth all 
things, that he is truly as ignorant 
as he wants bims¢lf to be. Unfortunately the 
people are notsso ignorant of the meauing of pro- 
techion—at least of the protection which is dealt 
out to them in the bill that bears his name.

oreed by law to pay tribute to any other citizen, 

and until our taxes .are proportioned to the 
ability and duty of the taxpayer rather than to 
his ignorance, his weakness and patience. 

McKinley further n byned g that the Demo- 
cratic party believes in tax ourselves. I am 
afraid, gentlemen, we must admit this charge. 
What right. or excuse have we for taxing amy body 
else. With a continent for a country, with free- 
dom and intelligence as the instruments for its 
development we stand disgraced in the eyes of 
mankind if we cannot and if we do net support 
our own government.

Their Officials Admit the Reductions in 
Tariff* and Want to Kuqw What the 
Commission Is Going to ‘Do About It—

Passenger Association, : 


Severai Eastern lines have got matters con- 
siderably mixed up between themselves and 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission 
through their recent action in reducing rates 
on provisions and live stock. The Lake Shore 
line gave notice to the Central Traffic Associa- 
tion June 13 of its intention fo reduce the 
rates on provisions and live hogs. The Chi- 
cago committee was convened to consider the 
matter. At the meeting the notice was ad- 
hered to, and was telegraphed by the notifying 
company to Washington in order to bring its 
action within the three days’ limit of the law. 
Other companies sent_similar telegrams, an- 
nouncing hike tariffs, effective the same date.

To that dispatch Mr. Blanchardéreplied that, 
im view of the circumstance in which the 
tariffs were issued, he hoped the objection of 
the committee would be withdrawn, and he 
stated that the association wag then endeavor- 
ing to procure unanimity of rule as to, giving 
ample notice of reduction in rates. Auditor 
McCain replied that it was not clear what ac- 
tion was necessary on the part of the associa- 
tion to meet the rules and requirements of the 
law with regard to notice of changes which, it 
would seem, are well known ,to every official. 
His telegram added that ‘the selection of the 
date effective’of the recent changes was ap- 
parently the resuit of concerted action by 
which the law was clearly ignored.” ‘ 

The reduced rates went into-effect, but the 
commission still holds that the .requisite 
notice was not given. Some of the rajlroad 
officials whg have been, receiving telegrams 
from the cémmission regarding the matter 
do not hesitate to say that they have con- 
signed the dispatches to the waste-basket, and 
they want to know what the commission is 
going to do about it. oS

IGHNESS VICTOR 


HE MEETS AND DEFEATS THE ONCE 
MIGHTY POTOMAC. 


Lepanto Hangs on Gamely—Extra, Kings- 
ton, Zorling, Bellwood, and Prather the 
Other Coney Island Winners—Trotting 
at Saugus, Dowagiac, Flint, Peru, Etc.— 
Racing at Latonia, St. Louis, arid Giouces- 
ter~American Derby Prospects—Sta- 
bles at Washington Park. 

New Yorx, June 22.—[Special.]—His High- 
ness, the most prominent candidate for the 
rich Realization Stakes of 1892, met and de- 
feated Potomac, winner of the Realization of 
last year, at Sheepshead Bay today. The dis- 
tance was one mile, and, according to the 
handicap, His Highness carried five pounds 
more than scale weight for age, while 
Potomac had two pounds off, making a differ- 
ence of seven pounds in Potomac’s favor. In 
spite of this, and in spite of. the fact that Po- 
tomac was declared to be in prime condition 
for a race, His Highness was a warm favorite 
at 4 to 5, while 11 to 5 could be had against 
Potomac, The contest could hardly be 
called a race, as far as Potomac was 
concerned, for after he had traveled three- 
quarters of a mile at a rattling clip with His 
Higbness, he fell back beaten, and Garrison, 
who rode him, pulled him up last. Lepano 
made the running from the start, and set a 
hot pace, the fractions for the first three- 


quarters being 12%, 2414, 3644, 49, 
1:01%%, 1:14%, His Highness and 


Potomac were the leader’s closest attendants. 
Making the last turn, when Potomac was in 
difficulty, Taral sent His Highness along, but 
Lepanto hung on gamely, and the favorite, 
who was always a sluggish horse, had to be 
hustied d little at the finish to wiu by a 
neck. Rex wasaremote third. Gideon and 
Daly, owners of Hig Highness, cleare2 about 
$15,000 on the race. 

The Patsy Stakes for 3-year-olds, three- 
quarters of a mile, on the turf track, was the 
only stake event on the card. Marcus Daly’s 
colt Rightaway, with Garrison up, was aslight 
favorite at 12 to 5. over Warsaw at 13 to 5 and 
Lovelace 3to1. Warsaw was in front to the 
top of the homestretch, when Extra, a6to 1 
shot, who had been well up all the 
way, took command and in a drive won 
by ashort head from Lovelace. a gag 
was a good third ‘and Warsaw fourth. Had 
not Bergen lay too far out of the race with 
Lovelace in the early part or had he made bis 
run a little sooner, he could scarcely have 


lost. 
Old Kingston took up his load of 181

The Unbeatable Zorling Wins. 

The scramble for 3-year-olds over the Fu- 
turity course resulted in a victory for 
Phil Dwyer’s filly Zorling, who now seéms 
unbeatable in her ciass at any distance up 
to seven furlongs. Strange to say, im spite 
of her three previous successive victories 
the bookmakers laid ss good as 444 tol 
against her, an overwhelming tip making 
Lavish a hot favorite at7to5. Zorling won 
well in hand by half a length from Donvwaater, 
a rank outsider at.30 to 1, who was the same 
distance in front of Lorimer. Lavish died at 
the end of five furlongs and finished fifth. 

There was a great surprise for backers in 
the seven-furlong selling race, Walcott, favor- 
ite at even money, and Busteed, second 
choice, at 9 to 5, both being badly beaten.

A “TARIFF FOR REVENUE 1E ONLY.” 
The tariff plank reported by the majority of 
the Committee on Resolutions was one of 
tinose facing-both-ways productions on which 
the party made its fight in 1884 and 1888. It 


swung from side to side like a pendulum—. 


now for free trade and. then for 
the recognition of the rights of Ameri- 
can labor. .First it said that.the “ necessi- 
ties of the government were the only justifica- 
tion for taxation,”’ and that an unnecessary 
tax—that is, one not levied for reverrue—was 
an unjustifiable one. With the next swing 
of the pendulum came the statement that 
where duties were imposed on competitive 
goods the difference between the cost of 
labor here and abroid measured any pos- 
sible benefit to labor, and that any duty 
larger than that was a tax on the farmer and 
the workman. Then came the old familar 
language to the effect tnat the Democrats 
are for a“ revision of the tariff,’’ in making 
whith “it is not proposed to injure any do- 
mestic industry, many of which have come to 
rely upon legislation for successful continu- 
ance.”’ 

Then the ‘pendulum took another swing, 
and there followed a denunciation of the Mc- 
Kinley law, and an assertion that it had ham- 
pered trade and reduced wages. Protection 
was charged with having plastered the farms 
with mortgages. Republican reciprocity was 
denounced as a sham, and a demand was made 
for reciprocity with England as being the 
genuine .article—a reciprocity which would 
throw open the markets of the United States 
to the products of the greatest manufacturing 
country in the world, and force the protected 
workingmen to give-up a third of their arti- 
ficially high wages. 

But the convention was more honest and 
democratic than the trimmers and thimble- 
riggers of the Committee on Resolutions, and 
it substituted for a platform where sometimes 
the little joker of free trade was hidden, and 
sometimes visible, a revenue reform plank 
which would have pleased the -soul of 
Tilden, After the majority report had been 
read ex-Congressman Lewrence T. Neal of 
Ohio moved to strike out. all the “skimble- 
skamble stuff’’ preceding the denunciation of 
the McKinley law and to say instead: 


We declare it to be a fundamental principle of 
the Democratic party that the Federal Govern- 
ment has no constitutional power to impose and 
collect tariff duties except for the purpose of rév- 
enue only, and we demand that the collection of 


- puch taxes shall be limited to the necessities of 


the government when honestly and economeally 
administered. 

After a heated debate this was adopted— 
yeas, 564; ‘nays, 342—Pennsylvania, of course, 
being solid in the negative. Thus thegd}mo- 
crats strip off their moderate protection dis- 
guise and drop their lying talk of a revision of 
the tariff in such manner as not to cut down 
the American wage scale. They say “flatly 
that they are for the free admission of* com- 
petitive goods—any duty on which, no matter 
how small, would be a protective duty—and 
that the revenues of the government must be 
collected in the English fashion, off n@n-com- 
petitive goods, such as tea, coffce, and sugar. 
They have made a fair and square issue, and 
now let the voters decide. 


BEATING THE “ REVENUE REFORM” TOM- 
TOM. 


Mr. Wilson, the Permanent Chairman of 
the Democratic convention, says: ‘' We [the 
De:nocrats] are for the protection that pro- 
tects, and the reciprocity that reciprocates.”’ 
This is a fair specimen of the rhetorical Dead 
Sea fruit with which his address was stocked. 
Something more was expected from a man in 


his position than a mere cowbell tintimnabu-: 


lation, a jingle of empty words. 

Another declaration equally &s meaningless 
is: *“*Weare in favor of protecting every 
maninthe enjoyment of the fruit of his 
labor.” Whatasbam! ‘he fruit ofa man’s 
labor 1s his wages and his savings. Mr. Wil- 
son’s party is seeking by its free-trade policy 
to cut down the wages to the level of the com- 
peting Eurepean scale, while the Southern 
and Western Democrats are proposing to pay 
those low wages in 67-cent silver dollars and 
to confiscate a third of the savings by per- 
mitting the debtor to pay his debt in those de- 
preciated dollars. This is what the brazen 
charlatans of the Democracy call protecting 
a man in the enjoyment of the fruits of his 
toil. Thetender protection of the Democracy 
is very cruel, 

Asa matter of course, the Chairman de- 
nounced reciprocity. He is opposed to it be- 
cause it provides for the free exchange of non- 
competitive products, but’ does not pravide 
for tiie free exchange of the cheap labor, com- 
peting, underselling goods of Europe, a pol- 


icy which would rob every American wage- 


worker of from one-third to one-half of his 
present compensation. And yet these dema- 
gogues have the audacity to ask wage-workers 
to vote for the free admission of the low-price, 
cheap labor goods of Europe in order ‘“‘to 
protect the interests of the poor man.” 

The Chairman was pleased to ridicule the 
reciprocity agreements already made on the 
ground that ‘‘ they are with a few little coun- 
tries south of us.”” But the United States has 
reciprocity treaties with France, Germany, 
and Brazil, and with Spain in behalf of her 
West India colonies. Are these small coun- 
tries with an insigaificant population? Was 
the Chairman ignorant of what had been ac- 
complished by the Blaine reciprocity policy, 
or did he deliberately suppress the facts? He 
could have said, however, with perfect truth 
that Cleveland would have made no such 
treaties had he been reélected in 1888, but 
would have labored to open all the American 
ports to the cheap labor products of compet- 
ing Europe, regardless of the heavy or prohib- 
itory tariffs foreign countries might continue 
to impose on the chief products of the United 
States. 

Had the Cleveland no-protection, open-ports 
policy carried the day in 1888 American gold 


and silver would have been shipped to Europe: 


to pay for the enormous importations of com- 
peting goods and the American factories, 
mills, and shops would have been closed until 
the poor, deluded workmen who had voted 
for Cleveland and free trade had been starved 
into accepting free-trade wages. The pros- 
perity of the country would have been  de- 
stroyed. Panic and bankruptcy would have 
swept over the land, which would have been 
econvulsed by iabor rio ts, strikes, and lockouts 


-untif the wage scale had become adjusted to 


the new relations of cheap laber and free im- 


portations. That is how Democratic reciproc- 


ity works out ir. practice.

The number of men ‘out of work has been 
lessened and the gross receipts ot labor have 
been swelled. The farmer has been paying 
off his mortgages, and where there is discon- 
tent among the workingmen its seeds have 
been planted by the brawling demagogues 
and false prophets of the Democracy, who 
tell them that if they will vote for its candi- 
dates they shail be fed on milk and honey. If 
they.take the advice of these false friends, 
and do strip themselves of the protection 
which has given them their! high artificial 
wages, it will not take them long to learn that 
the promises of the Democracy, like those of 
Satan, lead to weeping and wailing and gnash- 
ing of teeth. é 


THE DEMOCRATIC PLATFORM. 

The Democratic platform begins in the 
routine way by reaffirming allegiance to Jef- 
fersonian principles, and as usual denounces 
centralization of power and Federal control of 
elections. It then passes to a denunciation of 
that bugaboo, the so-called force bill, which 
once more is revived and dilated upon for 
partisan purposes. The plank denouncing 
“the profligate expenditures) of the Repub- 
licans”’ must be accepted as a_ piece 
of broad Democratic humor. The joke. how- 
ever, could have been improved upon if the 
Committee on Resolutions had stated that the 
record of the so-called Billion;Dollar Congress 
in its first session already has been outdone in 
the first session of the present Congress, had 
given the exact figures of appropriations, and 
announced that the additions to be made in the 
second session ‘will carry the expenditures far 
beyond the billion mark, and that the economy 
resolution passed last fall has become a howl- 
ing farce, even in the estimation of Holman 
himself. The profligate-expenditure plank 
will be likely to set the céuntry in a guffaw. 

The Demucratic convention professes to be 
in favor of “a navy strong enough 
for all purposes of national defense,’’ 
while the Democratic Congress added one 
vessel to the navy and reduced the appropria- 
tions for shore defense so as to cripple it. 
There are certain buncombe planks, one 
aimed at thé Czar of Russia, which is im- 
potent, and another declaring in favor of 
Irish home rule to which no objection would 
be made by any class of Americans. Foreign 
pauper emigration and foreign contract labor 
are denounced, though laws already have 
beer enacted covering these questions. There 
is the usual reluctant pension plank which 
will catch no soldiers’ votes. The Nicaragua 
Canal is indursed ina general way, but not 
with the definiteness with which the necessity 
of that great enterprise was affirmed in the 
Republican platform. The World’s Fair se- 
cures hearty indorsement and Congress is 
urged to make such an appropriation 
as shall comport with the National 
honor. There is, of course, a demand 
for the admission of Arizona and New Mexico, 
neither of which Territories is entitled to it 
upon the basis of resources sufficient to main- 
tain Statehood, the demand being a purely 
partisan one. The platform also indorses 
President Harrison’s recommendation of laws 
for the protection of railway passengers and 
employés. Having received the sanction of 
both parties there is now no reason why the 
bill which is pending should not pass. 

The silver plank in the platform denounces 
as a cowardly makeshift theact of July, 1890, 
which is fraught with the possibilities of so 
much danger that all its supporters, as well as 
it#author, should be anxious for its speedy re- 
peal, ~- The platform pledges the Democratic 
party to the use of both gold and silver as the 


standard money of the country and to the. 


coinage of both without discriminating against 
either or charge for minting. It declares that 
the dollar unit of coinage of both metals 
must be of equal intrinsic and  ex- 
changeable value or be adjusted through 
international agreement or by legisia- 
tive safeguards to insure the parity and the 
equal value of every dollar at alltimes in the 
markets and for the paymentof debts, It de 
mands that all paper currency shall be kept 
at par with and be redeemable in such coin, 
and insists upon this policy as especially nec- 
essary for the protection of the farmers and 
laboring classes, those being the first and most 
defenseless victims of unstable money and 
fluctuating currency. The following section 
recommends that the prohibitory 10 per cent 
tax on State bank circulation be repealed. 

This silver utterance by the convention is in 
full accord with Cleveland’s declared policy 
on the question, and, of course, it called out a 
minority protest, led by Patterson of Colo- 
rado, which voiced the most ultra demands of 
the free silverites. The iatter did their utmost, 
but it was of no avail. The offered amend- 
ment was lost in spite of intimations to the 
effect that the silver extremists of the West 
and South will cast their vote with the Peo- 
ple’s party next November. The tariff plank 
of the platform is discussed elsewhere.

THE FOUR-MILE TUNNEL COMPLETED. 

At 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon the ex- 
cavation of the four-mife tunnel, projected 
under the admunistration of Mayor Roche, 
was completed, and in a few weeks, 
after it is cleared and cleaned and some 
necessary repairs .are made in one of 
the six-foot sections near the breakwater, 
pure and unadulterated water in abundance 
will flow through this artificial channel from 
the cleat blue of the lake, four miles distant 
from shore, to the pumping stations at 
Fourteenth street and Indiana avenue. 


| Thence it will be distributed by the finest 


modern pumping engines to all portions of 
the city, from the Indiana State line 
to the borders of Evanston, and from Lincoln 
Park to Washington Heights. Thereafter there 
will be nocomplaint of inadequate water supply 
nor of the pollution of the same. The four- 
mile crib, through which the water is drawn, 
is beyond the region of shore contamination. 
The floods have never been known to carry 
the river pollution so far into the lake. The 
capacity of the new tunnel is 130,000,000 
gallons daily—a sufficient supply for the whole 
city without the use of the existing tunnels. 
The total supply of which the dew tunnel and 
the old ones aré capable is 300,000,000 gallons 
daily. The new tunnel will be in operation 
within four or five weeks at most. Then Chi- 
cago will have the largest and the best water 
supply of any large city in the world. 

' The credit for this great work belongs al- 
most wholly to John A. Roche, ex-Mayor of 
Chicago, George B. Swift, his Commissioner 
of Pubhe Works, ana Samuel G, Artingstall, 
who was his City Engineer at the time’ the 
work was projected and undertaken, Others 
only carried out their ideas, somewhat tardily 
it must be admitted. The work was com- 
menced on the llth of January, 1888. It has 
taken, therefore, about four years and a haif 
to complete it. Mayor Roche and his subor- 
dinates hoped that it would be done in briefer 
time, and their hopes would have been realized 
but for the tardy, do-nothing, wasteful, and 
shiftless policy adopted in reference to the 
work during the Cregier administration. 
However, all is well that ends well. 

The cost of the work to the city, it-is eati- 
mated, will be about $1,500,000, allof which 
can be paid out of the earnings of the Water 
Department. The additional supply of pure 
water is cheap at the price...) When the two- 
mile extension of the Hyde Park tunnel at 
Sixty-eighth street, which is now in progress, 
has been completed, and when the old two- 
mile tunnel is extendea two miles farther into 
the lake, Chicago will have everything it can 
ask for in the way of abundant, pure water. 

Commissioner Aldrich and Engineer Clarke 
should use all possibie energy in cleaning up 
the tunnel and making the repairs necessary 
to its permanent use. The city is now suffering 
from an imperfect and occasionally polluted 
water supply. In the outskirts of the city 
water cannot be had above the first story. 
When the four-mile tunnel is in use there will 
be nothing to complain of on this ‘score and 
the present city administration, as the heir of 
Mayor Roche’s splendid project, will share in 
the gratitude of the public for its accomplish- 
ment, 
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TAMMAN 4 SUPPRESSED. 

The most important partisan event that has 
happened in connection with the Democratic 
National convention is the relegation of Tam- 
many to the rear.

Col. William R. Morrison was a Soldiér in 
Bissell’s regiment during the Mexican War 
and was in the fight at Buéna Vista, where, it 
will be remembered, Lane’s Indiana regiment 
became momentarily demoralized. Many 
years later, when Morrison was at a National 
Democratic convention and something was 
done by the Indiana delegates contrary to his 
wishes he shook his finger at them and said 
furiously: **D—— you, you ran at, Buena 
Vista.”

Therefore they de- 
cided to trade off their votes to the False 
Prophet in return for ‘the Vice-Presidential 
nomination for their favorite half-breed. It is 
possible that they might have been‘beaten 
down in their demands and have compromised 
on a Cabinet positiun, a postoffice, or a sec- 
ond-hand pair of Cleveland’s breeches, bit the 
Cleveland managers recognized the advjsabil- 
ity of having a Hoosier on the ticket in view 
of the fact that President Harrison was from 
that State. In short, the arrangemerit was a 
repetition of the one made in 1884 when 
Hendricks was given the second place. The 
great difference was that Hendricks was a 
rock-rooted Democrat from away back to 
Jackson’s time, who, on party grounds, was 
more entitled to the first place thin Mr. 
Cleveland. 

The South, however, may not look wit th pleas. 
ure on the selection of the half-b et-Gov, 
Gray for the second place. Of the three ex- 
Republicans who have been mentioned for the 
Presidency he is in many respects the most 
obnoxious to them, While Boies was a Blaine 
shouter and always a Republican, he never 
trod on any Democratic toes. While Palmer 
fought the Democrats for years it was on the 
slavery issue. Save for that he always was a 
State Sovereignty Democrat. But Gray was 
what might be called a partisan Republican.

WILL ELEVATE ITS TRACKS. 

The lllinois Central railroad company has 
formally accepted the city ordinance, requiring 
it to elevate its road-bed and tracks | between 
Fifty-first and Sixty-seventh streets, | The dis- 
tance between these streets is two utiles. The 
height to the under ae of the girdérs is to be 
eighteen feet above *‘ city datum %| ‘at Pifty- 
first street, thence rising to ninete@n feet at 
Fifty-third, and maintaining the lijtiter eleva- 
tion to the southern limit named,;'The ap- 
proaching grades may not. extend more than 
four blocks or half a mile further af each end, 
and are to be connected with thé surface 
tracks by suitable gradients. The inéw road- 
bed is to be constructed on a solid t embank- 
ment of earth except at the street sintersec-. 
tions, and must be of sufficient width to ad- 
mit of the construction and maintefjance of 
not less than ten tracks thereon. ° The num- 
ber may be afterwards increased nf deemed 
advisable by the company. 

Open spaces are to be left in the’ fembank- 
ment for all streets now crossing ‘the right of 
way of the company, and also for: the exten- 
sion of Fifty-fifth, Fifty-sixth, Fifty-seventh, 
Sixtieth, sixty-fourth, Sixty-fifth, and Sixty- 
sixth, The width of these operings is to 
correspond to that of the respective “streets at

streets is to be paid by the company. The 
whole work ia to be done in. accordance with 
plans approved by the Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works and under his direction. 

The work required to be performed is to be 
undertaken forthwith and completed by next 
May. Temporary interference with the use of 
the streets is permitted where necessary, and 
it is expressly provided that the company will 
forever indemnify and save harmless the City 
of Chicago against any and all damages and 
expenses which may result from the passage 
of the ordinance or from the exercise by the 
company of any of the privileges granted by 
the city. Permission is also given to make 
such changes of grade in the branch railroads 
to Washington Park, Oakwoods Cemetery, 
and connecting with the South Chicago rail- 
road as may be necessary to make convenient 
connection with the tracks authorized by the 
ordinance to be elevated, 

Congratulations are in order; to the direc- 
tors of the railroad company that they have 
had the good sense to see the acceptance of 
the ordinance to be for the best interests of 
the company in the future; to the directors of 
the World’s Fair that this action has removed 
from their path an. obstacle which seriously 
menaced the success of their undertaking: to 
the residents vf Hyde Park and of the city 
generally who have secured a much needed 
improvement; and to the public at large, which 
will be greatly benefited by the increased 


facilities and convenience for travel and traffic " 


that will be afforded by the elevation of the 
tracks, with a vast decrease in the accident 
list. The railroad company is entitled to the 
credit of having set the example of elevating 


railroad tracks within the city limits, and of 


being willing to do so at the expenditure of a 
large amount of money, the outlay of which 
it might have fought off and avoided for some 
years to come; but eventaally the tracks 
would have to be raised. The necessities of 
the situation demanded it.
